On a modest platform at the San 
Francisco .World’s Fair sits a girl 
who, at o ginnce, seems fo be simply 
typing. But it ls not og simplo os 
that. Her typewriter is perhaps the 
newest thing under the sun, for 
when her hands rest onthe keys 
- corresponding words are instantly 
spoken, with sensible Intonation, by 
a reproducing plant. Mr. A. Fre- 
derick Collins calls thls the only 
absolutely new thing in World Fair, 
. selentific exhibits since the Chicngo 
World Falr of 1933. 


There are several rensons why 
Mr. Collins, who passed through 
Hongkong on Saturday, should know. 
He bas written just 90 books of the 
"Science for the Citlzen" type, one 
of those books, “The New World of 
Science,” was specially reloted to 
and descriptive of the 1933 Chicago 
Fair, and he is under contract to pro- 
duce on hia return to the States 
*“Sclence on Parade," in which he js 
expected to deal with scientific de- 
velopments since 1933, 


Mr. Collins explaincd that the 
voice-producing mechanism, which 
he considers’ to use the only absolute- 
ly new sclentific principle which has 
come to his knowledge since 1933, 
1s called the Pedro Voder—thoe first 
part being taken from the name of 
Pedro Gomez, who was among the 
first to show interest Jn Bell's tele- 
phone, ‘and the second part being a 
trade name. An effect of natural 
speech is secured by manipulation of 
a peda), The machine, in fact, docs 
not “say” a question; It “asks” it, 

World Fatr Memories © 

The world fair experience of Mr. 
Collins, who Is a brisk, alert man of 
nearly 70, dates baclt to the first 
American World's Fair, held in cele- 
bration of American independence in 
1876. It ls a fair which Mr, Collins 
remembers all the more vividly be- 
couse, for all his boyhood cagerness, 
he was not able to attend it. 

At that falr Alexander Graham 
Bell first showed his telephonc—an 
event which excited much less com- 
ment than the fact that the exhibi- 
tion was iHumined by gus.

making forward steps of great benc- 
fit to mankind.

Paris, May .7. 

A doereo of gront importance for 
French industrial mobilisation was 
slaned by, the French President yes- 
terday at a mecting of the Council uf 
Ministers, 

The decree remodels radically the 
conditlons entitling French’ unem- 
ployed to unemployment Insurance. 
In future every unemployed person, 
Including fore'gners residing per- 
manently in .France, will be bound 
to accept any work olfered even if 
the place of work should be outside 
hts home town, as Jong as the work 
offered is paid for according to the 
normal rates. An unemployed pcre 
£0n will be compelled to comply with 
this new provision also if the work 
offered is different from work on 
which he has so far been engaged. 


In every case an unemployed per- 
son ig ‘entitled to have himself 
exnmined to determine’ that he Js 
physically able to do the required 
worl, 

The new decree practically em- 
powers the authorities to make in 
unemployed person work in any wiy 
and anywhere. This is considered 
necessary by the Government in the 
interests of industrial mobilisation — 
Trans-Occan,

The report, delayed in transit, has 
been recelved of the death on March 
22 at the ago of 80 
MacGregor, in Kuling. 


Mrs. MacGregor, after hospital 
and soctal service training, camo to 
China in 1886 and worked for several 
years in Kiangsi, belng often the 
first white woman to. set foot in the 
districts visited and the first to in- 


{troduce Western methods of healing, 


says the N.C. D. News, 


In 1801 she married Roderick Mac- 
Gregor, of the . Imperial Maritime 
Customs, and ved successively in 
North, Central and Southern China, 
Always Sntrep!d of spirit, she was 
one of the frst to bulld a cottage in 
ed in’ .1696 
by Mr, E. S, Little. Here she tool 
her young family yearly to preserve 
them from the torrid heat and 
disease of the Middle Yangtze Valicy,, 
and here she prepored to guard them, 
singleehanded, throygh the Boxer 
outbreak of -1900. oe : 

Since 1906 Mrs.’ MacGregor has 
made cher home in Shanghai. In 
1911, on the downfall of the Manchu 
regime, -there was severe fighting in 
that area and she volunteered as 
nurse for some months: in the Chin- 
ese Red Cross Hospital. In 1917 
Mrs. MacGregor went to England to 
be with her two war-widowed 
daughters, travelling via Siberia on 
the eve of the Russian Revolution. 
On her return to China she worked 
actively’ on the Hospital Ald Com- 
mittee of the B.W.A. until falling 
health limited her powers. 

Spending summer yearly in Kuling, 
Mrs. MacGregor was unable to re- 
turn to Shanghai on the outbreak of 
hostilities in 1937 and ‘the closing of 
the Yangtze, her fraii_ health making 
the devious route via Canton inadvis- 
able, But her spirit remaincd. in- 
domitable and she continued to work 
tor the refugees and to make dress- 
ings for the wounded, both in Kullng 
and at Honkow where she was taken 
for medical treatment. Since the 
summer of 1938 she has remalned In 
Kuling with her ‘oldest daughter, 
Mrs. H. A.-Cornaby, using her Jast 
strength, for the wounded and dis~ 
tressed, ‘ 2 

Besides Mrs. Cornaby in’ Kuling, 
Mrs. MacGregor 1s survived by three

Government Gazette 


Changes in the Polsons Regulations 
were announced in the Government 
Gazette on Snturday. The notice 
rescinds the regulations, the five lists 
in the first schedule and the whole 
of the second schedule, and announces 
n Jong substitute, 

A note declares that the fundamen- 
tal changes effected by the new re- 
gulations consists in the exclusion 
from Part II of the Poisons List of all 
Part I poisons so that a Hsted seller 
will no longer be entitled to retail 
tiny Part I polson, except where It 
forms a very small preportion by 
weight of a preparation or mixture. 
This saving provision enables a shop- 
keeper who {fs a listed seller to re- 
tall certain proprictary preparations 
in common usec. 

New provisions ure also made in 
respect of the supply and storage of 
polsons in institutlons and there arc 
also. supplementary provisions with 
respect to labelling, containers and 
transport of poisons. 

“ Records of every import, purchase 
or sale of polsong by licensed whole- 
sale dealers must perenticr be kept.

She 
bobbed her hair, developed o stream- 
lined silhouette, wore male riding 
logs, carried a lop-dog and cvery 
woman in America imitated her, 

.During the War Vernon joined the 
Flying Corps and won the Croix de 
fuerre for photographing German 
treriches.

Tho notice 
rescinds the regulations, the five Ilsts 
in the first schedule and the whole 
of the second scheduic, and announces 
a long substitute. 

A note deckires that the fundamen. 
tal changes effected by the new ‘re- 
gulations consists In the exclusion 
from Part Il of the Polsons List of all 
Parl I polsons so that wu Hsted seller 
Will no' longer be entitled to retall 
nny Part I polson, except where It 
forms ao very: small proportion by 
jelght of a preparation or mixture. 
This saving provision enables a shop- 
keeper who is a listed seller to ree 
tail certuin proprictary preparations 
in common use, 

New provisions are also made. in 
respect of the supply and storage of 
poisons In Institutions and there are 
also supplementary provisions with 
respect to Jabelling, containers and 
transport of poisons, — 

Records of every import, purchase 
or sale of poisons by Ilcensed whole- 
sale dealers must hereafter be kept.
